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Council says road safety drive ‘paying dividends’ 

CRASHES DROP BY 
MORE THAN HALF

THE number of accidents on 
Sandwell’s roads has gone 
down by more than half since 
the year 2000, new figures 
have revealed. 

However, the latest statistics still 
show that hundreds of crashes are 
taking place every 12 months. 

The amount of crashes has been reduced 
from 1,639 in 2000 to 720 in 2013 - the latest 
year recorded, a report to an upcoming meeting 
shows. 

Killed and Seriously Injured (KSI) crashes 
have gone down from 207 to 97 (53 per cent) in 
the same period. 

The report, ahead of a community safety, 
highways and environment scrutiny board 
meeting which took place last night, Wednes¬ 
day, concludes more work still needs to be done 
to reduce these even further. 

Cabinet member for highways Councillor 
Maria Crompton said the authority’s work in 
making roads safer was paying dividends. 

She highlighted slower speed limits, an in¬ 
creased number of cycle lanes and narrower 
pedestrian crossing points as some of the keys 
schemes which have helped reduce the number 
of accidents. 

Stopping 

Councillor Crompton said: “This is seriously 
good news and shows the number of safety 
measures we’ve put in are working. 

“We have put in a combination of new things 
for the last few years, including cycle lanes and 
slower speed limits. 

“We’ve been slowing traffic down, making 
crossing points narrower for people to cross. 

“Really we want to keep traffic moving but at 
a slower steady pace rather than rushing then 
stopping then rushing again.” 

There remain around 880 people injured on 
the borough’s roads each year - with more than 
100 of these serious or fatal injuries, according 
to the report. 

The report states: “Safety schemes, educa¬ 
tion and campaigns have reduced injury acci¬ 
dents by half since 2000. There remains a five 
year annual average of around 880 injuries on 
Sandwell roads each year. 

“Most are slight injuries but an average of 
108 people sustain serious or fatal injuries each 
year and 18 of these are children.” 

The borough’s improvements see Sandwell 
outperforming national averages ‘in most cat¬ 
egories’ according to the safety plan. 

The report adds: “In comparison to national 
trends, Sandwell performs very well in casualty 
reduction.”

Police release image in murder probe 


A CCTV image has been released of a 
man thought to hold vital information 
about a murder which took place in the 
Black Country. 

The body of 24-year-old Indiga Daniel 
Wallace was found in a flat, in Fisher 
Street, Great Bridge, on November 7 
last year. 

A post mortem revealed that he died 
as a result of head injuries and a mur¬ 
der investigation is ongoing. 

This man was captured on CCTV on 
the night of November 7 in the Great

stressed they only want to him as a 
witness. Sam Arnold, aged 21, Dwayne 
Wallace aged 30 and Kingsley Camp¬ 
bell aged 30 have all been charged with 
murder and remanded in custody pend¬ 
ing trial. 

Investigation 

Detective Inspector Harry Harrison 
said: “It is important that we speak to 
anyone who may have any information 
that could help our investigation. 

“I want to stress that we only want 
to speak to this man as a witness as he 
may have vital information about what 


happened that could help us with our 
investigation. The investigation is on¬ 
going and anyone with any information 
about the death of Indiga is asked to 
call police on 101 or the independent 
charity Crimestoppers anonymously on 
0800 555 111.” 

Police were called to the flat by the 
ambulance service and the entire block 
was cordoned off as a forensic examina¬ 
tion was launched. 

A post mortem revealed Mr Wallace, 
known as Danny to his family and Indy 
to his friends, had died as a result of 
head injuries. 


Chance to air views 
on shaping services 

THREE ward councillors have 
launched a new campaign urg¬ 
ing constituents to air their views 
to help shape local services in 
Sandwell. 

Councillor Preet Kaur Gill, from 
the St Paul’s ward, devised the ‘tell 
your councillor’ project to try to drive 
grassroots engagement. 

The scheme encourages local residents to 
drop messages into boxes which have been 
set up at four locations across the borough. 

These are picked up once a week and 
Councillor Gill and her fellow ward council¬ 
lors Zahoor Ahmed and Babu Singh Bawa 
aim to work on the messages that have 
been left for them. 

It is a way of engaging more directly with 
her constituents, according to Councillor 
Gill. She launched the campaign last week 
and said it has already had a positive re¬ 
sponse from residents - but expects even 
more. 

Culture 

Councillor Gill said: “This campaign is to 
reach out to residents to share their views, 
ideas on how we can shape the local ser¬ 
vices that matter most to residents. 

“We want to create a culture where ‘y° u 
said, we did’ - evidencing that residents’ 
views matter. 

“There are forms for residents to com¬ 
plete and place in the box. 

“These will be collected on a weekly 
basis. The ward councillors want to build 
on the feedback we get and engage more 
people in local initiatives and campaigns.” 

She added: “It’s about not wanting peo¬ 
ple to come to us but also making it more 
accessible. We’re trying to set up a newslet¬ 
ter as well where we will talk about some 
of the themes that have come through. 

Are there any issues in the area we’re not 
aware of - for example. 

She has encouraged people to leave their 
contact numbers and addresses so ward 
councillors are able to build a database. 

“The boxes have been placed at Smeth¬ 
wick Council House, the Brass House Cen¬ 
tre, St Albans Community Centre and St 
John’s Community Centre. Last month 
Councillor Gill and her ward colleagues 
took part in a big clean-up in Smethwick at 
a litter and fly-tipping hotspot.

Vision revealed for £500m public square 



A MAJOR new public square, new 
homes, leisure attractions and mar¬ 
kets have been unveiled as part of a 
new £500 million vision to transform 
an area of Birmingham. 

The ambitious new plans for Bir¬ 
mingham Smithfield would see 14 
acres of land in the heart of the city 
centre transformed with cafes, inde¬ 
pendent shops, restaurants and ho¬ 
tels, as well as space and buildings for 
cultural events. 

The development is also expected 
to deliver 2,000 new homes and 3,000 
new jobs and add £470m to the local 


economy and attracting millions more 
visitors to the region. 

At the heart of Birmingham Smith- 
field will be a new home for the city’s 
retail markets, while the plans will 
also include space for start-ups, small 
businesses and entrepreneurs har¬ 
nessing the city’s creative talents and 
driving new economic activity. 

And Festival Square will become 
a major new public space for the city 
and a focal point for the site, working 
as a meeting place and hub for festi¬ 
vals. Councillor John Clancy, leader of 
Birmingham City Council, said: “Bir¬ 


mingham is experiencing an unprece¬ 
dented period of change as billions of 
pounds of investment transform the 
city’s economy. 

“And, with 3,000 new jobs and 
2,000 new homes, Birmingham 
Smithfield puts people right at the 
heart of an exciting project that will 
in turn transform lives. Over the next 
decade new jobs, as transport facili¬ 
ties and residential communities are 
delivered, I’m confident our plans for 
Birmingham Smithfield will create a 
place for people that stands the test 
of time.” 


New challenges for 
ChildLine 30 years on 



WHEN ChildLine was launched in the 
mid-1980s, children’s worst fears were 
pregnancy, sexual abuse, family prob¬ 
lems and physical abuse. 

Today some of the biggest issues for young¬ 
sters relate to their appearance - and it’s 
these concerns which have soared by 20 per 
cent in a year in the Black Country and Staf¬ 
fordshire - the highest increase in the UK. 

The shock Midlands statistic compares with 6.2 
per cent in London and 10.6 per cent in Liverpool, 
according to a new survey by the charity. 

Body image, low self-esteem, family relationships, 
unhappiness - not even recorded 30 years ago - and 
cyber bullying are the concerns for youngsters 
today. 

The charity’s founder Dame Esther Rantzen be¬ 
lieves the figures show the rising influence of social 
media in young people’s lives - which has made 
them easy targets for bullies. 

Staff at ChildLine’s Birmingham base - which 
covers Wolverhampton, Walsall, Dudley, Sandwell, 
Cannock and Stafford - held 348 counselling ses¬ 
sions about body image issues in 2015, up from 290 
the year before. 

The centre also dealt with 2,871 calls about self 
harm in 2014-15 - the highest in the country outside 
London - making up 15 per cent of its total calls 
that year. 

Capacity 

On a visit to the Edgbaston base, ChildLine’s 
second biggest call centre in the UK, to mark the 
charity’s 30th anniversary, its celebrity ambassador 
explained how the volunteers’ work has changed in 
the last three decades - and how hearing stories of 
child abuse still has the capacity to shock her. 

“The internet does a lot of good - most children 
reach us via the internet - but it also presents a lot 
of dangers,” she said. 

ChildLine was launched in 1986 by Dame Esther 
after a helpline set up following a BBC television 
programme she presented on child abuse was inun¬ 
dated with calls. Some 23,000 children spoke to the 
charity in its first year. 

She realised there was an urgent need for an 
outlet for vulnerable children - and in some cases 
adults - to talk about child abuse. 

“Thirty years ago, sexual abuse was the biggest 
single concern of children who rang us, and contin¬ 
ued to be so for five years, because it had always 
been a taboo subject and they’d not been able to talk 
to anyone else about it,” she said. 

“Then bullying became the issue that we got most 
calls about and that was the case for the next seven

years. Again, it’s difficult to imagine now that bully¬ 
ing was a taboo subject, that you were not supposed 
to ask for help for it. I remember a journalist sug¬ 
gesting to me back then that it was a ‘natural part 
of the growing-up process’.” 

She believes Childline had helped to change atti¬ 
tudes to the point where today both sexual exploita¬ 
tion and bullying are recognised as vile forms of 
abuse that no child should be expected to endure. 

She says: “At the age of 13, one of our volunteers 
was constantly being picked up drunk on the streets 
by police and returned home. She was moved to an¬ 
other town and went straight to the police to report 
it and was passed on to a woman police officer who 
placed a sheet of paper in front of her and told her 
to take back the claims or she would have her for 
wasting police time. 

“I don’t think that would happen now. Drinking, 
anti-social behaviour, being sexually active are all 
indicators that a child is being groomed by someone 
who is giving them drink and drugs.” 


seen in 1986 when ChildLine was first set up 

She pays tribute to the dedicated volunteers who 
give a minimum four hours a week of their time to 
helping troubled young callers. The charity is using 
its milestone anniversary to launch an appeal for 
more volunteers.Dame Esther says: “People put up 
barrier against volunteering but those who work at 
our centres tell me that rather than being depress¬ 
ing, that it’s the best time of their week. 

“When people say they couldn’t do it, I say yes 
they could. If you care about young people, you 
could help. It really doesn’t matter what your back¬ 
ground is, we will train you. And we will never leave 
you alone when you speak to a child, there is always 
a supervisor to turn to if you find yourself on a dif¬ 
ficult call.” 

Despite the half-a-lifetime she has devoted to 
Childline, the veteran broadcaster, now 75, has 
never become hardened to the harrowing tales of 
abuse she hears. She says: “These stories are so 
painful, the abuse is so incredibly cruel, it’s still 
shocking to me.”

Car-jacker's father 
in petrol text threat

THE father of a violent car-jack¬ 
er threatened his elderly moth¬ 
er with ‘gallons of petrol’ over 
a statement she gave to police 
about her grandson’s crime. 

Car-jacker Andrew Jones, aged 
34, left pensioner Reginald Stocking 
wheelchair-bound after the brutal 
robbery on May 10 last year. 

Jones, from West Bromwich, was jailed 
for 14 years at Birmingham Crown Court in 
December after being convicted of robbery, 
causing grievous bodily harm with intent, 
burglary and witness intimidation. 

But just days after the carjacking, cap¬ 
tured on CCTV, the thug’s dad John Jones 
threatened mum Patricia, 73, over a state¬ 
ment she gave to police. 

In a text to his elderly mum, John Jones, 
54, said, following news reports of his son’s 
crime; “Have you seen the comments on 
Facebook? If anything happens to Andrew 
I’ll get gallons of petrol and you’ll be the 
first to know, do you get me?” 

Psychological 

Appearing at the same court, John Jones, 
of Manley Close, West Bromwich, admitted 
a single count of witness intimidation. 

But he was spared an immediate prison 
sentence after the court heard he was suf¬ 
fering mental health issues, in part caused 
by his time in the Army. 

A psychological report diagnosed Jones 
senior of suffering from schizophrenia and 
post traumatic stress disorder stemming 
from his service in Iraq. 

Handing him an eight month prison 
sentence, suspended for 18 months, Judge 
Nicholas Cole said: “Normally this type of 
offending, contacting witnesses encourag¬ 
ing them not to contact the authorities, 
results in a sentence of imprisonment of 
years, not months. 

“However in your case there are matters 
I need to take into account. It was not a 
prolonged activity, it was a single text sent 
at a time when you were, undoubtedly, 
under great stress.” 

The judge also said he had to consider 
psychological reports which found Jones 
senior was a damaged man who would fall 
victim to the manipulation of others in 
prison. As well as the suspended sentence, 
John Jones was ordered to carry out a 40- 
day rehabilitation requirement and pay 
£200 costs at a rate of £20 per month. 


Home improvements hit new highs

AN £11 million facelift of three 
high-rise blocks of flats marking 
the latest step in the transforma¬ 
tion of Smethwick has now been 
completed. 

And officials say the regenera¬ 
tion scheme at Windmill End will 
complement the new £300m super 
hospital being built in the town. 

External improvements to the 
tenant blocks in Ashcroft, Birch- 
croft and Elmcroft in Cape Hill 
have seen homes transformed to 
include new roofs with energy ef¬ 
ficient photo-voltaic panels, and 
eye-catching insulated cladding to 
reduce energy bills for tenants. 


Along with internal improve¬ 
ments of new windows and balco¬ 
nies, the blocks, which comprise 
270 homes, have been transformed 
over a two-year period. 

The work has been carried out 
by community regeneration and 
housebuilding company Keepmoat, 
who has worked with the council’s 
high-rise team to carry out the pro¬ 
ject, and also winning two awards 
from the National Federation of 
Builders. 

The local economy has also been 
boosted with more than £1 million 
being spent with local small and 
medium-sized businesses through 


the supply chain and 12 appren¬ 
ticeship opportunities for local 
young people have also been cre¬ 
ated. 

Leader of Sandwell Council, 
Councillor Darren Cooper, said 
that new housing and regeneration 
schemes backed by the council were 
breathing new life into Smethwick. 
He said: “I’m extremely proud of 
the work we have been able to do 
here at The Crofts. 

“These improvements have 
made a massive impact on both the 
external and internal appearance 
of the blocks as well as the local 
skyline.” 


UB40 name 
fight due to 
take place in 
High Court 

EX-UB40 frontman Ali Campbell was 
bitterly ‘disappointed’ by a judge’s 
ruling after a tense stand-off with his 
brothers and ex-bandmates over the 
right to use the 80s reggae group’s 
name. 

The six members of the band - 
which Ali left behind when he quit 
in 2008 - claim that they are the only 
ones who can call themselves UB40 
and are suing him in the High Court. 

They want an injunction and dam¬ 
ages against Ali and the splinter 
group he set up two years ago, who 
they accuse of ‘passing themselves off 
as UB40. But Ali, co-frontman Astro 
and Mickey Virtue say it is they who 
the public associate with the name 
and it is they who the fans really want 
to see. 

During a fractious High Court hear¬ 
ing, Ali tried to land a knock-out legal 
blow on his brothers, Robin and Dun¬ 
can, who still play with four others as 
UB40. 

However, Judge Mark Pelling QC 
has refused to strike out their case - 
ruling they have a ‘realistically argua¬ 
ble basis’ for their complaints against 
Ali and his band. 

After the judge opened the way for 
a full High Court trial of the dispute, 
Ali, Mickey and Astro vowed to ‘vigor¬ 
ously defend the claim made against 
us’. 

Ali, 57, and his band are currently 
on a major tour, using the name 
‘UB40 featuring Ali Campbell, Astro 
and Mickey Virtue’, and are due to 
play London’s 02 next month. 

But Robin and Duncan Campbell, 
James Brown, Norman Hassan, Brian 
Travers and Earl Falconer insist that 
Ali’s band has no right to use the 
UB40 name in any form. 

The group split after hitting fi¬ 
nancial and personal difficulties in 
2008.No date was set for the full trial 
of the case. 

£5m boost for 
motorbike firm 

A MOTORCYCLE manufacturing 
company in Digbeth is the latest 
business to benefit from investment 
by Birmingham City Council, after 
receiving a £5 million financial boost. 

Mutt Motorcycles, managed by 
Finance Birmingham, has received 
the boost from Creative Fund, and 
alongside investment from Ascension 
Ventures and two angel investors, the 
funding will be used to regenerate an 
underused warehouse and archway 
space at the Custard Factory. 

The company will be undertaking 
work to transform the facility into a 
workshop for manufacturing motor¬ 
cycles, with the addition of a coffee 
shop, barber shop and photography 
space, offering jobs, apprenticeships 
and co-working space opportunities. 

Economy chief Councillor Tahir Ali, 
said: “We are committed to giving am¬ 
bitious entrepreneurs the leg-up the 
ladder they need to turn their busi¬ 
ness aspirations into a reality.”

Dishonest 
peso 'not 
fit to serve' 
says chief 

A WEST Midlands Police Community 
Support Officer has resigned from the 
force ahead of a disciplinary hearing 
after lying about about her qualifica¬ 
tions. 

Chiefs said Walsall-based Saman¬ 
tha Skinner, aged 24, was ‘not fit to 
be a police officer’. She had served the 
force for seven years. 

Birmingham Crown Court heard 
she had fraudulently altered her NVQ 
Level 1 qualification to the higher 
grade Level 3 while applying to join 
the regular force. 

She admitted fraud by false rep¬ 
resentation and was handed a 12 
month supervision order and told she 
must complete 60 hours of unpaid 
work. Officers are not revealing ex¬ 
actly how she was caught. 

Ch Insp Kevin Doyle said: “Ms 
Skinner dishonestly claimed to have 
a qualification that she did not pos¬ 
sess. Her behaviour fell short of the 
standards we expect from potential 
recruits. This was especially disap¬ 
pointing given she was already part of 
our organisation. 

“She was not fit to be a police officer 
and as a consequence she was prose¬ 
cuted for criminal matters.” 

“The competition for appointment 
to serve our communities as a police 
officer has been intense, as has the 
rigour and scrutiny that we have ap¬ 
plied to the assessment and selection 
of recruits. 

“I hope this will reassure the com¬ 
munities how dedicated we are to 
ensuring fair and ethical selection 
processes.” 

Get tough call on 
phones at wheel 

THE West Midlands Police Commis¬ 
sioner has called for tougher penal¬ 
ties for people caught using mobile 
phones while driving. 

David Jamieson said he wants to 
see increased fines and more penalty 
points for drivers who flout the law. 
He said he also wanted to see the ban 
extended to cover other electronic de¬ 
vices. 

Mr Jamieson said: “Thirteen years 
ago I was the minister that brought 
the ban in on the use of mobile phones 
while driving because it was a hazard 
to people on the roads. 

“I want to see the Government act 
and I’m calling upon them to increase 
the fine and the penalty points and 
extend the ban to other electronic de¬ 
vices.”

Like many other forces in the UK, 
West Midlands Police started using 
dogs after the end of the Second 
World War. 

Puppy 

Then it was recognised that trained 
dogs using their natural instincts 
could play a major role in maintaining 
law and order and catching offenders. 


From those early beginnings, the 
dog section began to grow and in 1959 
they moved to their first real home. It 
was an old farmhouse affectionately 
known as ‘Home Farm’ within the 
grounds of Harborne Golf Club, Bir¬ 
mingham. 

In December the force called for 
members of the public to act as 
‘puppy walkers’ - who would look 
after and play with the dogs until they 
reach their development stage.

West Bromwich among 
most deprived areas 


WEST Bromwich has been named 
as among the 10 most deprived ar¬ 
eas in the country. 

The town was ranked as part of the Of¬ 
fice for National Statistics’ official study 
into housing and poverty, which pub¬ 
lished figures for the country’s top 10 
‘most deprived towns’. 

West Bromwich was second in the list, be¬ 
hind Oldham, while Walsall came fourth, be¬ 
hind Liverpool. 

Council leaders hope the statistics will send a 
message to Downing Street over proposed cuts 
to local government. 

Sandwell Council leader Darren Cooper said 
“We are fighting against the rising debt. With 
the austerity that our area has faced over the 
last six or seven years it is hardly surprising 
that employment is continuing to rise. 

“We have faced massive cuts from central 
government, and this has taken a huge amount 
of money out of the local economy. Since 2010, 
this represents having £450 less to spend for 
every man, woman and child in Sandwell, and 
the cuts have not stopped yet.” 

Fighting 

“It proves my point about austerity if a con¬ 
servative council leader (Walsall) and a labour 
council leader are pointing the finger at Down¬ 
ing Street. We are trying our very best but are 
fighting against the rising tide of cuts.” 

And the Sandwell town was also ranked sec¬ 
ond lowest for education. Mr Cooper added: 
“We want our children to do well in school no 
matter what background they come from. 

“Our primary schools, most of which are 
maintained by the council, are doing really 
well. Pupils leave primary school in line with 
national performance. 

“We want pupils to progress rapidly in sec¬ 
ondary school too. Many of our secondary 
schools are now academies. So we are chal¬ 
lenging our academy sponsors, the Regional 
Schools Commissioner and the Government to 
help achieve better grades and secure good job 
opportunities for our young people.” 

Walsall Council Leader Mike Bird said: 
“These surveys are always done by people who 
have not visited the area. 

“There are pockets of deprivation in Walsall 
but there are also pockets of affluence. Cer¬ 
tainly I think there are places in the country 
that could be considered more deprived than 
Walsall.”

And such was the reaction from both Noddy 
and the crowd, that the acclaimed artist wants 
to create a legends of rock music exhibition in 
the West Midlands. 

He plans to create sculptures of Led Zep¬ 
pelin, Robert Plant, ELO as well as Black 
Sabbath frontman and West Midlands music 
legend Ozzy Osbourne. Mr Wigan said: “What 
we have done is we have started something 
here. I want to celebrate the West Midlands 
and the legends of rock music. 

“I am going to New York to film a commer¬ 
cial for Nestle where I’m going to be carving 
the world’s smallest piece of chocolate. 

Legends 

“But when I come back, I’m going to make 
sculptures of Led Zeppelin, Robert Plant, ELO, 
Ozzy Osbourne and other legends of rock and 
we’re going to hold an exhibition in the West 
Midlands. I’d like Noddy to host it for me. 

“I want to celebrate music and the West 
Midlands. The 60s and 70s was the best era for 
music, it still influences young people today.” 

Walsall-raised Noddy hopes the Light House 
exhibition and the rock legends one, which is 
being planned, will make people sit up and 
take notice that the Black Country has tal¬ 
ent. He said: “The thing is, you go around 
the world and people hear you speak and they 
think you’re thick. People say we’ve got noth¬ 
ing here. I always say, ‘well have you ever 
been?’ They’ve never experienced the warmth 
of the people, it’s the people that make a place.

I don’t live here any more but my heart is al¬ 
ways here. You never lose your roots.” 

Mr Wigan added: “Think of the people who 
have come from here, you’ve got Noddy, my¬ 
self, Denise Lewis, Goldie, the list goes on. 
There are talented people from here, so people 
shouldn’t think that because they come from 
the Midlands they can’t go on to achieve big 
things. 

“The Queen of England was so overwhelmed 
by my work she gave me three letters,” added 
Mr Wigan, who was given an MBE in 2007 for 
his services to art. 

The sculpture of Noddy is the main attrac¬ 
tion at the exhibition, which features more 
than 20 miniature masterpieces. 

All the works have been created in the eye 
of a needle, set on a plate and mounted under¬ 
neath a microscope inside a perspex bubble. 

After becoming visibly emotional and 


shocked at the likeness of the tiny artwork 
to himself, in which he’s wearing a sharp suit 
and has his trademark wild hair, he warmly 
embraced and thanked the creator. 

Noddy, aged 69, said: “To have someone 
who is at the top of the tree at what they do 
to make something like that, it’s probably the 
biggest honour I’ve ever had, and I’ve been a 
professional in the music industry for 50 years. 
He is the biggest and the best in the world at 
what he does. 

“When I look at it, it is me! When I saw that 
he’d done it I had to come and see it in the 
flesh, and it is just brilliant. I am honoured 
that he has done this for me.” 

Mayor of Wolverhampton Ian Brookfield 
and city MP Rob Marris were among the ad¬ 
mirers of Willard’s work at the exhibition, as 
well as West Midlands stars Jemma Bird, of 
The Apprentice fame, drummer Fuzz Town- 


shend, singer Connie Talbot from Britain’s 
Got Talent and voice artist Marc Silk. 

On his incredible work of Noddy, Willard 
said: “When I set about to do this, I thought 
is there anybody worth me putting in the eye 
of a needle? 

“There are a few, but I thought is there an¬ 
yone from my hometown that has made such a 
big influence on the world. Someone from the 
West Midlands. 

“Then I thought, I know who he is, because 
my mum keeps singing his songs every Christ¬ 
mas! She’s passed away now but I still here 
her singing his songs. 

“His name is Noddy Holder, one of the 
greatest rock legends of all time. 

“I wanted to make the biggest, smallest trib¬ 
ute to the man on this earth.” 

He added: “Noddy has had that massive im¬ 
pact on the world that will live on forever, this 
huge legacy. 

“I thought about putting the whole band in 
the eye of a needle, I could have done it.” 

Other works on display include Jesus Christ 
with his disciples at the last supper, trees 
depicting the four seasons and the evolution 
of man. There are are also sculptures of Fro¬ 
zen characters Elsa and Olaf, UFC superstar 
Conor McGregor, Bugs Bunny and Mario and 
Luigi among the intricate pieces. 

Willard added: “The message is to never 
underestimate something small. I was told 
by my schoolteachers that I would amount to 
nothing, I would be cleaning out bins because 
I was stupid. I was used as an advert for failure 
because I had a learning difficulty.” 

He cites his mother as one of his biggest in¬ 
spirations. He said: “She always said you can 
say a lot but mean nothing, or you can say a 
few words that mean a lot.” 

To create such tiny artwork, Willard has to 
work between heartbeats and become relaxed 
into a meditative state, as the smallest move¬ 
ment can destroy his work. 

The tools used to create the sculpture were 
personally manipulated and fashioned by Wil¬ 
lard to include as a chisel - a shard of diamond; 
and a syringe as a style of holder. 

The hair of an aphid fly was then used to fi¬ 
nally paint the sculpture, whilst using the claw 
of the fly to hold him still whilst applying the 
paint. The exhibition runs until May 2.

“I had the pleasure of seeing the 
new structures that have been built 
so far and it promises to be a fantastic 
learning environment for the children. 

“I met future pupils of the school 
who were extremely enthusiastic 
about Q3 Academy. 

“I’m already told the school is 
over-subscribed. 

“We have worked in partnership 
with sponsor Eric Payne to ensure we 
have more secondary school spaces in 
the borough to meet increasing de¬ 
mands. 

“We will continue to do all we can to 
ensure we have enough school places 
for the children across Sandwell.” 

It comes in the week when the 
Government announced it wants all 
schools to become academies and free 
of council control by 2022 to allow 
them greater freedom and control over 
curriculums.

Police issue warning 
on ‘hugger muggers'

SHOWERING their victim 
with praise as they thank her 
for directions, this is the mo¬ 
ment thieves steal a woman’s 
jewellery in a sneak theft by 
the side of a road in West 
Bromwich. 

These ‘hugger muggers’ are 
caught on camera tricking their 
victim in a broad daylight road¬ 
side ruse - before stealing jewel¬ 
lery from her. 

Police have now issued a warning 
over the ‘cunning’ tricksters. 

The victim, with her back to the 
camera, is stopped in Portobello Road 
when two women get out of a blue 
Ford Focus and begin to ask her for di¬ 
rections to Queen Elizabeth hospital. 

The car drives away and the pair en¬ 
thusiastically thank her for her help, 
before putting necklaces and bracelets 
around her neck and wrists and hug¬ 
ging her. But shockingly, as they do 
so, they unclasp her own necklace and 
bracelet without her knowledge. 

Overfriendly 

Two men inside the car then return 
to the scene and collect the women, 
heading off towards Tame Street, 
while another man comes to the vic¬ 
tim’s aid. 

The incident happened around 
3.15pm on Tuesday March 8, but is 
a similar report of a theft this week, 
which saw a 78-year-old woman 
mugged in Bearwood on Wednesday 
morning. 

Police Constable Hannah Meredith, 
from Sandwell Police, said: “These 
people are very cunning in the way 
they operate and we would urge peo¬ 
ple to be wary about anyone who is 
overfriendly in these type of circum¬ 
stances. 

“They use sleight of hand and will 


check pockets without the victim 
knowing. 

“The car, although not uncommon, 
does have hubcaps missing which 
makes it slightly distinctive and un¬ 
fortunately does not have a registered 
keeper, so I would ask anyone with 
information on the car to contact us. 
The registration number displayed 
was W595 NUY.” 

On Wednesday in Bearwood a 
grandmother was walking down Wig- 
orn Road around 11am to a conveni¬ 
ence store when she was approached 
in exactly the same fashion, a car 
pulling alongside her with two women 
getting out and asking for directions 
to the nearest hospital, whilst thank¬ 


ing her and placing beads on her neck. 
Granddaughter Viki Barnett, aged 25, 
said: “Something like this has never 
happened to my grandmother before, 
and to say the least it has shaken her 
up terribly. 

“She broke down in tears, it’s a ter¬ 
rible thing to happen to such a lovely 
lady. Stealing her necklace hurt more 
than anything as it was a present from 
my grandfather, who’s sadly not with 
us but would have been celebrating 
his 90th birthday this week, so it has 
priceless sentimental value.”

Security review pledge after 
youngster scales 6ft fence 


A THREE-YEAR-OLD child managed to climb 
a 6ft high fence and escape from a nursery 
based in Oldbury - prompting pledges that 
an urgent safety review will take place. 

The youngster, believed to be a boy, scaled the 
plastic and metal mesh fence outside Christchurch 
Primary School in Albert Street, where the nursery 
is based, and wandered down the street. 


A passer-by saw him a few 
minutes later and took him 
back. Staff, who have been 
left stunned by his escape 
on Friday March 11 said he 
was missing for around four 
minutes. Parents and resi¬ 
dents have spoken of their 
shock and called for security 
to be tightened. 

Headteacher Michaela 
Long vowed to review secu¬ 
rity at the nursery following 
the escape by the boy. She 
said: “It was impossible to 
foresee that a small child 
would be able to scale a 6ft 
fence. We have followed all 
the necessary procedures 
and are investigating. We 
will review our safety meas¬ 
ures to make sure nothing 
like this happens again.” 

Ward councillor Susan 
Downing said this was the 
first time she had ever heard 
of such an incident. “It’s not 
something I’ve ever come 
across in my ward and is ob¬ 
viously deeply concerning. 

“I hope the school is mak¬ 
ing every effort to ensure

something like this does not 
happen again,” she said. 

“Every parent likes to 
think and make sure their 
child is safe at school and 
rest assured school staff 
have child safety as a pri¬ 
mary concern, as it is the 
most important thing in 
all of this. I hope the school 
endeavours to plan ahead 
in making it a priority this 
doesn’t in future.” 

Kemal Zekirev, aged 29, 
has a daughter in reception 
and was shocked by the 
news. He said: “I can’t un¬ 
derstand how a child climb¬ 
ing over a 6ft fence can go 
unnoticed. 

“I’ve never had any prob¬ 
lems at the school but this 
news has shocked me, I hope 
it will be the only time some¬ 
thing like this happens.”

THE Black Country now 
has the largest carbon re¬ 
activation plant in the UK 
following a £6.7 m illi on 
investment by Chemviron 
Carbon. Its 1.7-hectare site 
at Bean Road, Foxyards, 
Tipton has been in opera¬ 
tion since January 4. 

The Mayor of Dudley, 
Councillor Steve Waltho, 
visited the plant this month 
to carry out the official 
opening. 

The former Graham Car¬ 
bons site has been upgraded 
and extended over the last 
two-and-a-half years since 
it was bought from Severn 
Trent. The furnace has been 
increased in size and is now 
on four levels and its ca¬ 
pacity has been raised from 
5,800 tons a day to 10,000. 

Chemviron’s European 
vice president Reinier Kei¬ 
jzer said that the plant had 
been established in 1996 as 
part of Severn Trent to re¬ 
activate all of its carbon, but 
in 2011 it had decided it was 
not a core business.

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Woman evicted after her 
home was used for drugs 


A WOMAN who allowed her council home to be used for 
growing drugs has been evicted after she was taken to court. 

Police found cannabis and amphetamines worth an estimated £5,500 
in total, along with hydroponics equipment, a cannabis grinder and 
weighing scales, at the home in Manor Road, Friar Park, where tenant 
Leanne Timmins, aged 39, was living. Sandwell Council’s anti-social 
behaviour team and the police took Timmins to court to evict her for 

breaching her tenancy conditions. 

Walsall County Court granted a pos¬ 
session order and she has now handed 
back the keys to her home. The judge 
believed drug dealing was taking place 
from the property. The court also or¬ 
dered her to pay £4,570.20 in costs. 

This court action followed Tim¬ 
mins’ partner Anthony Goggins, aged 
42, being convicted of drug offences at 
the property in May 2015. He pleaded 
guilty to two counts of possessing a 
controlled Class B drug. 

Wednesbury North Councillor 
Elaine Costigan said: “I welcome this 
possession case brought by the council 
and police. 

“This tenant breached her tenancy 
conditions by allowing her council 
home to be used by her partner for 
drugs activities. We will not tolerate 
crime and anti-social behaviour in 
our community. This case sends out a 
clear signal that council tenants face 
eviction if they breach their tenancy 
conditions. 

“It is not an easy feat to get to the 
level of evicting a tenant, it takes an 
awful amount of work. 

“It pleases me greatly to see the 
council working in partnership with 
the police to achieve such a result. 
This is a strong message to those who 
are looking to offend in this way - they 
are not going to get away with it. 

“Our kids are our future, and 
we simply don’t want drugs on our 
streets.”

POLICE, housing officers and commu¬ 
nity facilities have been brought under 
one roof as part of a £350,000 revamp 
of a centre in the heart of Tipton. 

Sandwell Council’s Tipton local of¬ 
fice was refurbished in a bid to bring 
more services closer to tenants and 
residents. The office in High Street, 
Princes End, has been remodelled 
and extended to accommodate officers 
from neighbourhood services, adult so¬ 
cial care and children’s services as well 
as neighbourhood police. 

Council chiefs say having more ser¬ 


vices together running from the centre 
will better meet local people’s needs 
and make better use of the building. 

The project was also a chance for the 
council to cut accommodation costs by 
bringing more services under one roof. 

The move is part of a council drive 
to make services more local and ‘co-lo- 
cate’ different services in existing 
buildings to save on accommodation 
costs. Sandwell Council leader, Coun¬ 
cillor Darren Cooper, said: “This is an 
important project for Tipton, which 
will make it a better experience for 


local residents as they will be able to 
contact lots of different services all 
under the same roof.” 

Councillor Jo Hadley, Tipton town 
lead member, added: “I’m sure people 
will agree that the building has been 
transformed and means we can use the 
office space in a much more creative 
way. The refurbishment has created a 
modern reception area which provides 
computers for visitors to access infor¬ 
mation as well as a public space for our 
partners to offer a range of services to 
local people.” 


Counting cost 
of attacks on 
area's schools 

WINDOWS smashed, graffiti daubed 
on walls and lead stolen from roofs - 
just some of the mindless vandalism 
at Sandwell’s schools which has cost 
tens of thousands of pounds to fix. 

Cash-strapped Sandwell Council 
has had to spend more than £130,000 
in the past three school years re¬ 
pairing damage caused by vandals, a 
Freedom of Information request has 
revealed. 

The cost of fixing the harm caused 
by yobs ranges from £10.78 for a 
single window repair to a whopping 
£36,551.02 to mend a roof leak caused 
by lead theft - with a total cost of 
£133,213.90 since 2012-13. 

Councillors have been united in 
their criticism of those who carried 
out the vandalism, labelling it ‘appall¬ 
ing’ and ‘disgusting’. 

It is money which could have been 
better spent improving the education 
of children in the borough, according 
to Councillor Simon Hackett. 

Councillor Hackett, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for children’s services, said: “We 
are appalled at the cost of vandalism 
at our schools and would urge mem¬ 
bers of the public to report any suspi¬ 
cious actions around our buildings to 
the police.” 

In 2012-13, the council was forced 
to pay out £22,711.12, with the figure 
jumping to £82,732.83 in 2013-14 and 
then £27,769.95 in 2014-15. 

Men arrested after 
road rage incident 

TWO men were arrested following 
an alleged road rage attack on a road 
between Halesowen and Stourbridge. 

A driver was punched and a win¬ 
dow smashed as violence flared on the 
A456 Birmingham Road, near Hagley, 
at around 8.45am last Friday. 

A 26 year-old man from Kidder¬ 
minster and a 27-year-old man from 
Birmingham were both arrested on 
suspicion of assault and are currently 
on bail until April 8.

The wear-and-tear is visible on 
the historic structures that are re¬ 
ceiving much needed TLC. Among 
the damage is deep grooves that can 
be seen on the railings - left by the 
ropes horses once used to draw along 
canal barges. 

“We have only really got these 
sort of bridges in Birmingham and 
the Black Country, they can’t be 
seen anywhere else,” said Sarah 
Rudy, press officer of The Canal & 
River Trust. “They date back to the 
mid-19th-century and were built 


by Aaron Manby, at Horseley Iron 
Works in Tipton.” 

Civil engineers are now six weeks 
into the project to restore the 
bridges, brought in by the Canal 
River Trust. 

They will be repointing brick¬ 
work, repainting railings and re¬ 
moving graffiti. The project will cost 
£130,000 lasting over eight weeks, 
and has been funded through dona¬ 
tions from members of the public. 

Each bridge has its own name, 
such as Icknield Square Junc¬ 
tion Bridge, Rotton Park Junction 
Bridge, and Lea Bridge, all of which 
are located on the canal in Smeth¬ 
wick.

Shopper 
in Taliban 
bomb scare 
locked up 

A MAN terrified customers when he left a 
fake bomb purporting to be from the Taliban 
in a shop on Christmas Eve, a court heard. 

The store, Bargain Buys in West Bromwich, was 
forced to close with the loss of thousands of pounds 
in festive trade while the suspect package was in¬ 
vestigated. Vincent Rudland, aged 45, was arrested 
after being recognised on CCTV by staff. 


He was jailed for 27 
months at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court this week. 

Passing sentence, Judge 
Nicholas Webb told him that 
‘because of world we are liv¬ 
ing in’ he had put people in 
fear that the package had 
been placed there by Islamic 
fundamental terrorists. 

A member of staff spot¬ 
ted the package - labelled 
‘Watch out: Bomb by Tal¬ 
iban’ - in the chocolate 
display, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard. 

Shredded 

The police were called 
and found the parcel to con¬ 
tain a battery, a fuse and 
some shaving gel, which 
had leaked, all packed with 
shredded paper and bound 
with masking tape, said Mr 
Mark Phillips, prosecuting. 

“Some effort had been 
given to make it look like it 
could be a viable explosive 
device,” said Mr Philips. 

People abandoned their 
shopping baskets and ran 
from the store which was 
forced to close for 90 min¬ 
utes ‘on one of the busiest 
days of the year,’ he said. 

“Some of the staff broke 
down in tears because peo¬ 
ple couldn’t help thinking 
the worst. It was more pres¬ 
sure on them on what was 
already a busy day,” said 
Mr Philips. It is estimated 
the shop suffered around

£4,000 in lost sales over the 
incident. 

Rudland, of no fixed abode 
but previously of Mountbat- 
ten Close, West Bromwich, 
was recognised by staff as 
having previously offered 
them sweets. He was also 
recognised by police officers 
in the area. 

When arrested, he threw 
himself on the floor, crying 
and deliberately hitting his 
head against the surface. He 
had to be taken to hospital 
before being brought in for 
questioning but gave a ‘no 
comment’ interview. A pen 
with purple ink, similar to 
that used that on the pack¬ 
age, was found in his pocket. 

Mr Harpreet Sandhu, de¬ 
fending, described Rudland, 
who pleaded guilty to plac¬ 
ing an article with intent, as 
an ‘isolated figure’ who suf¬ 
fered a number of medical 
problems, including anxiety 
and depression. His outlook 
was affected by the death of 
an uncle, who had lived with 
the family and to whom he 
had been close, in October, 
said Mr Sandhu. 

Judge Webb, who made a 
restraining order banning 
him from going to Bargain 
Buys, said: “This was a 
particularly worrying hoax 
bomb for which there is still 
no explanation.”

But Lancaster, where we were headed, 
turned out to be anything but standard and 
Lancaster House the absolute lap of luxury. 

The hotel is part of the English Lakes Re¬ 
sorts and Venues chain located in the north 
west, which is well-regarded by the industry

and visitors alike. You may not have a lake 
on the doorstop or a mountain peak visible 
from the ensuite but you can certainly enjoy 
a flavour of the area from this 99-room de¬ 
light. As well as friendly northern hospi¬ 
tality, there’s a host of local delicacies to 
try created by head chef Damien Ng who 
has been at the helm for five years and has 
devised a menu that celebrates the best of 
nearby produce - and the freshest of ingre¬ 
dients - all sourced from within 25 miles of 
the hotel. We were spoilt for choice. 

How could we resist the Port of Lancaster 
Smoke House Platter, with its offerings of 
smoked trout, lemon and parsley mackerel, 
smoked salmon, and pork and black pud¬ 
ding sausage with horseradish mayonnaise? 

How could we say no to the Lancashire 
Hot Pot with its rich yet never-greasy 


confections of meat and vegetables? This 
modern and elegant hotel was bustling with 
visitors of all ages when we were there. Hik¬ 
ers and walkers relaxed cheek by jowl with 
holidaymakers lapping up the plush sofas 
and the magnificence of the Minstrel’s Gal¬ 
lery. 

Award 

The hotel, which has won an award for 
its installation of 300 solar panels, has the 
tempting Sandpiper Leisure Club. As well 
as gym equipment and a beauty salon it has 
a swimming pool and an outside whirlpool 
bath. Step back inside the main body of the 
hotel and team this experience with a cou¬ 
ple of chilled glasses of Prosecco from the 
bar and you can’t help but smile. 

Those who were using the hotel as a tour¬ 
ing base had done their homework. It’s near 
enough to the sights but far enough away 


to retain a sense of serenity. In some Lake¬ 
side towns the pavements are so full. Not 
so in Lancaster. It doesn’t attract swarms 
of day-trippers but has history and colour 
in abundance. 

Being a university city it has plenty of 
pubs, bars, clubs and coffee shops. You 
could take a tour of the town’s Lancaster 
Brewery or put yourself into expert hands 
for a tour of Lancaster Castle, which until 
2011 also operated as a prison. 

Raise your eyes to the skies and you see 
the Grade I listed Ashton Memorial which 
is 150ft tall and is visible for miles around. 
The folly was commissioned by Lord James 
Ashton in memory of his late wife and, with 
its imposing steps and views, is a must-see. 

Lancaster is a true gem. It has a charisma 
of its own yet is on the doorstep of a host of 
attractions and the Lakes are just up the 
motorway.

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Power boost in winner

In the history of mid-life updates, 
this is possibly the smallest you’ll 
ever have seen. No cosmetic re¬ 
visions here - not even new alloy 
wheel designs. The only mechan¬ 
ical difference is a new exhaust 
system with lower back pressure 
and a 5.8kg weight saving. 

Performance-wise, you’ll have no¬ 
ticed the name is now Cupra 290, and 
true to form it has 10bhp more than the 
old one. 

A tweak in the engine management soft¬ 
ware delivers the nominal extra go, which 
comes hand-in-hand with a wider peak 
torque band. The full 258lb/ft is now put 
down between 1,700rpm and 5,800rpm; 50 
and 500rpm improvements at either end. 

There’s also Full Link phone-pairing soft¬ 
ware, so whatever your phone, it should 
hook up to the system with a degree of in¬ 
ternet connectivity. 

Nothing changes with the appearance 
because Seat has hit on a winning formula. 
The Leon is its best-selling car, and it’s the 
first real international sales barnstormer the 
company has had this decade. It ain’t broke, 
so there’s no point fixing it. The change is 
the boot badge upgrade, to Cupra 290. 

From right now you can get the 290 in 
three-door (and, most lovely) SC, do-it-all 
five-door hatch and more practical ST estate 
shapes. The ST has a couple of hundred li¬ 
tres more boot space than the 380-litre tub 
shared by the other two. There’s adequate 
rear legroom for passengers but it’s not the 
airiest place for them to be. If there was a 


black mark it would be on the white seat trim, 
because it’s the sort of thing that will get dirty 
all too easily. 

Seat hasn’t taken the chance to enliven 
the cabin, so it stays one of the least im¬ 
aginative in the hot hatch clique. The seats 
might be well-shaped and supportive, but a 
few Cupra logos and a flat-bottomed steer¬ 
ing wheel aren’t really enough any more. 

But ... hit the road and that’s forgotten. 
The free-revving 2.0-litre engine masters 
everyday driving with barely 20 per cent of its 
ability. Use a bit more right boot and fast tur¬ 
bo response gives you astonishing overtak¬ 
ing punch. Keep the throttle pinned on your 
friendly local private airfield and it’ll get to the 
155mph limiter with ease. It’s a monster. 

It also sounds better. That new exhaust 
gives it more of a growl both inside and out¬ 
side the car, and, unless I was dreaming, it’s 
a bit louder, too. Both good things. 

It changes direction like a rogue firework, 
even under power, if you’re skilled enough to 
handle it that way. The VAQ slip-limiting sys¬ 
tem is as good now as it always was - i.e. su¬ 
perb. Be aware, though, it’s much firmer on 
the track-biased Michelin Pilot Cup 2 tyres, 
which you can add as options. The standard 
Continentals are much more forgiving. 

With the Cupra 265 confined to the bin 
(almost no one bought one), the entry point 
is now the full-fat and beautiful SC. The 
highest-spec Focus ST is more than £2,000 
cheaper (before haggling), but it’s not as 
accomplished a motor. On the other hand, 
a Civic Type R is more expensive and you 
get less equipment to show for it. The Leon 
could be a bit better equipped, as evidenced 
by the now-huge options list, but everything 
you really want is on the car already. In terms 
of value, it splits the pack, but it depends 
what each buyer is actually looking or hop¬ 
ing for.

The new Astra Sports Tourer is now on sale 
priced from £16,585 on-the-road, with first 
cars arriving in Vauxhall showrooms this 
March after its global debut at the 2015 
Frankfurt Motor Show. 

One of the UK’s top-selling and best-loved cars, 
Astra is a household name for British car buyers with 
almost three million sold in the UK over the last 36 
years, including 50,000 in the last 12 months. More 
than 25 per cent of British motorists have either 
owned or driven an Astra, so reaction to a new model 
will always be felt across the market. 

The Astra Sports Tourer is based on an all-new lightweight 
vehicle architecture with a new design, powertrains and 
technology.

The new Volvo S90 and V90 are now availa¬ 
ble to order in the UK, with on-the-road pric¬ 
es starting at £32,555 for the S90 saloon and 
£34,555 for the V90 estate. 

The S90 and V90 are the latest models to be built on 
Volvo’s all-new Scalable Product Architecture (SPA) 
platform and benefit from Volvo’s ground-breaking 
Drive-E powertrains. Like the XC90 before them, they 
feature the new face of Volvo, including the T-shaped 
LED headlights that make them instantly recognisa¬ 
ble. 

Both models will initially be available with a choice of 
two 2.0-litre, four-cylinder diesel engines - the tax-efficient 
D4 and the powerful and refined D5 PowerPulse - and in 
two trim levels, Momentum and Inscription. 

The front-wheel-drive 190 hp D4 comes with an eight- 
speed automatic gearbox, and offers combined fuel con¬ 
sumption of 64.2 mpg and C02 emissions of just 116 g/ 
km in the S90. In the V90, these figures are 62.8 mpg and 
119 g/km. 


Responsiveness 

The 235 hp D5 utilises an innovative technology called 
PowerPulse to boost responsiveness. This uses com¬ 
pressed air, which is stored in a tank in the engine bay 
and refilled automatically, to spool up the turbo at low revs.

Moving up to Inscription adds Nappa soft leather up¬ 
holstery, powered front seats, a 12.3” active TFT driver’s 
information display (Momentum cars get an 8” version), 
18” diamond-cut/silver alloy wheels, keyless entry and 
handsfree boot/tailgate opening and closing. 

Additional premium touches include walnut interior in¬ 
lays, rear footwell and side step illumination, and chrome 
exterior details. 

The optional Xenium package is available across the 
range and adds a powered tilt and slide glass sunroof 
(panoramic in the V90), a parking camera system with 
360o surround view, and Park Assist Pilot, which includes 
automatic parallel and 90o parking. 

Apple CarPlay is another option and allows you to 
access certain functions of your Apple device and Car- 
Play-optimised apps directly via the car’s touch screen, 
voice control system or the buttons on the steering wheel.

Walton is now keen for other people to enjoy 
that buzz, especially youngsters keen to try a 
new sport and chase a possible Olympic dream. 

“One of the things we are really trying to do is 
develop a youth team,” he said. 

“We started Junior Titans towards the end of 
last year to try to get more kids involved in the 
game from around our area. 

“We were focused on getting the field ready 
and building the senior team and our next focus 
is getting the youth team together. We need to 
keep the club alive. 

“Baseball is going to be seriously considered 
for the 2020 Olympics. That won’t be decided 
until this August, but it looks very likely. The 
Olympics are in Japan and it’s Japan’s national 


sport. In four years time you could actually be an 
Olympian and playing for the GB team.” 

No prior knowledge of baseball is required 
to play the sport with Titans well-stocked with 
coaches and kit to help newcomers learn the 
ropes. 

“We have one guy who is from America who 
played at high school when he was in America 
but everyone else started from scratch,” Walton 
said. “One of the big things we need to do is to 
raise awareness. Most people don’t even realise 
baseball is played in this country, never mind 
that there is a side in Stourbridge,” he added. 

Titans compete in the third tier of the British 
Baseball Federation set up with the new season 
starting in April. 

Birmingham Bandits, Long Eaton Storm, 
Nottingham Rebels, Leicester Blue Sox and Mil- 
ton Keynes Bucks are their league rivals with 
matches played on Sundays on a double-header 
basis. 

Travelling 

“We play double-headers over seven innings 
to cut down on the travelling,” added Walton. 

“If you get out, then another eight batters 
later you are in again. Your day is not ruined if 
you get out first ball. 

“In cricket you can get out first ball and end 
up paying six quid for your tea to field for 50 
overs. In baseball, if you get out it’s not that big 
a deal because you get to bat again.”

Goalscoring great 
Walsh dies, aged 92 

ALBION have paid tribute to Dave 
Walsh, one of their most prolific ever 
goalscorers, who has died aged 92. 

Walsh scored 100 goals in 174 appear¬ 
ances for the Baggies between 1946 and 
1950, netting 23 as the club earned pro¬ 
motion from Division Two in 1949. 

He is among a 
number of players 
credited with laying 
the groundwork for 
Albion’s success in 
1950s. 

A tribute from 
the club described 
Walsh as: “One of 
the great post-war 
pioneers who helped 
reconstruct the foot¬ 
ball club.” 

Born in Waterford, Ireland, Walsh also 
played for Villa, Walsall, and both the 
Republic and Northern Ireland national 
teams. He was, notably, part of the first 
foreign team to defeat England on home 
soil in 1949. 

First spotted by Baggies scouts after 
scoring 73 goals for Linheld during the 
1945/46 season, he became Albion’s 
first signing after the end of the Second 
World War and made an instant impact.
